Inthele words is the Conſammation of 
Chriſtes marriage, by which is vaderſtood the Yn1on of the 
two Natures, 'Dmine and Humane, the Contraft whercof 
was Gods Promiſe of Chriſte: comming, ahd the Con/wn- 
mation his Nati ie. 

In an E/pou/allor Contratt, 8 the Con/ent both of Pa- 
rents and Parties is necellarily required : So heere: birlt 
Godthe Father is content, that his Sonne ſhall come into 
theworld, and be made like vnto vs in all things, finne on- 
ly excepted; it was his owne decree : for all mankinde in 
b «Adam being corrupt," Quia promorum honnnum peccas 
tum in emncs homines tranſinit & ſecum [nam peenam traxit; 
becauſerhelinne of the firſt 1ſan was deriued by propaga- 
tion vntoall men, and drew the puniſhment with it. God 
looked vpon the poſltcritic of e4am with two cies, the 
firſt being like a Dowes eve waſht with milke,the ſecond like 
a flame of fire, Mercy, and Twſtice,according to whole ſcuc- 
rall viewes he made two Decrees, the one of Election, the 


| other of Reprobarion; which two rclemble the two (treames

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that ifſue fromthethrone of God , * the one being «llfire, 
the other ! Water of fe, ® Elettion is the decree of God, 
whereby on his owne ſree will, he hath ordained certaine men 
to ſaluation, without any fore-ſight of their good workes,to the 
priſe and glory of bus grace. 
n Reprobation is Gods decreegwhereby according to the moſt 
free, and inſt parpoſe of his wil, he hath determined toreictt 
certaine men , unto eternall deitruttor, to the praiſe of his 1 
#ite, Thele decrees are built vpon two ſeucrall foundati- 
ons, ® «Adams finne is the ground of Reprobation: of Ele- 
Aion ? (hriſt leſs is the foundatio» , called of his Father 
from all ctcrnitie , to performe the office ofa Atediatenr, 
thatin him all thofe which ſhould be ſaued might be cho- 
ſen; asthen he was predeſtinateto be the Reconciliation be. 
twixt God and mankinde, fo likewiſe there was preordai- 
neda ariaze, or vniting of thetwo Natzres, Dinine and 
Elumave, 

Sccondly,the Bridegrome heis willing,for he confelTeth 
as much by the mouth of the 'P/almſt, laying : 4 /n the v0- 
lums of the booke it ts written , that 1 ſhould fulfill thy will, O 
my God, I am content to do it, thy law 15 within my heart. Euer 
ſince the making of this decree, God the Soune and his 
ſpouſethe Chwrch, like a paire of 7 »rtle Dowes,haueloued 
and woocd each other, as appearcth by thoſe feet palli- 
ons, with which this Seng is Fol fraught, and yet from the 
timethat he was hrſt promiſed, till thef»/neſſe of timewhen 
he was conceiued, * He ewer ſtoode behinde the wall, locking 
through the windowes , and appearing through the orates:; 
Theſe nindowes were the Sacraments, Circamriſzen, and the 
Paſchal Lambe ;thele Grates the 7 abernacle of Moſes, and 
the Prieſthood of Aaron , all of them principall 7 ypes and 
figures of the Meſſiah, 5 Thus fer a long time the Church,

but would baue all men come torepentance, Likewiſc,* Chriſt 
gane himſelfe a ranſome for all : * Chriſt azedfor all ; as then 
all the World laics claime to his Croſſe, ſo in like manner 


to his Cratch; as he ſuffered death for all : ſowas he borne } 


for all, and thereforethe Gxeſts that Chreft cals to his Ban- 
quer, thatis, tothe Participation of his [pirituall Graces, is 
no particular number, but the whole world. In anſwering 
theſe arguments, we mult firſt conlider the F:// of Godgand 
ſecondly,the Death of Chriſt, Gods mill is two-fold, eAr- 
cana & reualata, his Secret will and his Rexcaled will, Now 
chen thoſe places of Scripture which Pellagiues alledgeth, 
areto be vnderſtood of Gods Rexealed will, for by It hee 
would haue all men to be laued, becauſe he reioyceth not 
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| that ſome ſhall not be fucd, becauſe he reſpeerh a tur- 
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atthedeſtruction of his creature: þut if we conlider his Se- 
cret Willthen muſt we needs confetle, that f Many are cal- 
led, but few are choſen : then muſt we needs acknowledge, 
8 That he reioyce that the deſtruttion of the wicked: then mult 
we of neceflitic conclude, that from ztcrnitic his will is, 


ther end; namely, theſetting forth ot his owne glory,which 
conliſteth as well in »ftice as in Alercie, Secondly,touch- 
ing the death of Chrif, that he dycd for all men, is moſt 
certaine, the Apoſie athirmes it; yet becauſeelſe-where the 
Spirit of God ſaith, * That he dyed for hu ſheepe, and for the 
i Cherch: lealt the Word ſhould ſeeme to thwart itfelfe, we 
muſt nottaketheletter,but follow che Scenre,which is this.

Therefore the E/e# anely are the ſele&ted Gmuefts, whom 
{*briſt inuites to his banquet, ſaying; Eate O my friends, 
drinke,and make you merry,O Welbeloned. 

Secondly,What i their entertainment ? Marxeilous khend 
and loning; as may appeare by the Briaegromes words, Eate, 
drinke,and be merrie, 

But methinkes this is a (trangeſpecch : why doth hee 
that ſaith *Woe be 16 them that be fwll, here bid vs cate and 


drinke | 
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drinke ? Why doth he that ſaith, #/o be zo rhem that laugh, 
here bid vs be merry ? What are God and Mammon conte- 
derate? is there fricnd(hip betwixt {rift and Belial ? no, 
far beitfrom vs ſo to imagine,for theſe words are the lan- 
guage of the Spirit, howſocuer the fic/> may miſ-expound 


them : They be like 4»/ic ke, which according to the hea- 
rers diſpolition, doth cuer alter it's operation; for play vp- 
onan inſtrument before a Tyger, and hewill grow more (u- 


rious, and rent his owne fleſh from his bones for anger: 
but let the Dolphin pr the Hart heare any melodic, it fo ra: 
uiſheth and delights them, that thereby they may betrai- 
ned to their death : cuen ſo let one of thoſe, whom L«- 
callus calleth Venties, Bellie-gods, or him that Atheners 
tearmes &oKol Kot BUNoaog, a MWine-bottle and a AMMeale- 
barreli,xead theſe words and he will forth-with grow more 
luxurious, for his apprehenſion will reach no further then 
the fleſh-pots ofe/£gypr. Let any of our Hermophrodues,ct- 
faxminate and wanton chamberers heare them, and they wil 
preſently begin to be as mad-merrie as the ® 7 abarers, of 
whom Pompenizes Mela writes,which doe nothing all day 
long but make merric, pipe and daunce: but of the con- 
trary part,the Regenerate whoſe cares are circumciſed;zthey 
heare C hrsſts voice, and they know his heart.

GoFþel, were aftcrthe ſame manner inſtructed inall occur- 
rences concerning the Church till the laſt day, & Chriſts 
comming into the world to iudge.Of this ranck was /ohn, 
an eApoſtolicall Prophet, anda Propheticall eApoſile, as ap- 
pearcth by this Bocke of the Apocalyps, being a RegsHter 
of intricate Ys/70ns; wherein there be couched as many 
de Myſteryes as Worras, The Author hereof was Chriſt, 
the Secretarie John; the place in which he penned it Path»

The foole hath ſaid in his heart, there is no 
God : the 1 Saddacerheld therewereno Angels, and deni- 
edthe RelurreRion of the dead,& the Day of Doome : & 
there hauebin ſome Opinioni/ts, which hauc affirmed Hel 
to benothing clſe, but a bare Separation from Gods pre- 
ſence,and the Sting or gnawing Worme of a Guilty Con- 
ſcience, We mult confelle indeed,that theſe are very dread- 
full ctorments,wherewith the Wicked, even in this life, arc 

ricuouſly oppreſt : as may appeare in Caine and /ndas, 
both which before their death,werein this Hell; but yet all 
Hell is not contained herein : for theſe two are but bran- 
ches of the Treeof Death. Thatthere is ſuch a reall place, 
may be prooued both by Scripture, Teltimonic of the Fa- 
thers,and pregnant reaſon, 

Firſt,for Scripture:the P/a/-iſt thus ſpeaketh of igno- 
rant and fooliſh worldlings,whichthinke that their hoxſes 
and habitations ſhall cominne for ener , and call their Lands 
by their owue names: Vt ones liſcheol deponuntur qwors ullos 
paſcit,eh-c. Like ſheepe they lie in hell Death dewonreth theme, 
Alfoit is written of 5 Corah, Dathan,and Abiram, that the 


went downe quicke , Scheolah ad infernum , to Hell, Thele 
words 
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words prooue chat Hellis not onely a certaine place, but al- 
ſo dzmonltratewhereit is; namely below , inthe Bowels 
of thecarth, Buttothele places itis anſwered, that Scheo/ 
ſigaitiesthe Grawe:I know it doth; for the word beares 
three lignifications : ſometimes by it is meant the Sepw- 
cher ; and (vis itvſed by the Patriarch /acobylaying;* Swre- 
ly I will goe downe(Scheelab)into the graue vnto my /onpe, | 


werſiuzes and affittsons of this life : lo the Prophetical King 
'Danid applics it, laying; * ( bebleſcheol ſebabunt , T be Sor. 
rowes or Snares of hell compaſſed me about and oneriooke me, 
Sometimes it lignifies Erernall deſtruttion,and the real and 
certaine place ofthe Damned: and lo it isto bee vnder- 
ſtood in thoſe Texts of Scripture abouenamed. For if by 
Schbeelwhereinthe vagodly like Sheepe (hall be denoured 
by death,the Grave ſhould onely bee vnderſteod ; then 
ſhuuld there be no difference betwixt the Reghreows and 
the Wicked; for Death,& the Graue are common tothem 
both : neither ſhould the P/almiſt ſpeake of any.cxtraor- 
dinaric puniſhment ,-in ſaying , They all be im the grawe. 
But if we obſerue the Text ſeriouſly, we ſhal find that De- 
«id doth moſt diretly point to Hell ; as may appeareout \ 
of the words following: * But God ſhall deliner my /oule 
from the power of Scheol ,or hell, for he will receine me, The 
ſame ſignification that Scheo! hath in theſe words, it hath 
inthe words going before; but here of neceſlitic is meant 
the Place appointed for Calt-awaies , wherein both body 
and ſoule ſhall bee tormented. Therefore in the former 
ſpeech (7+ oxes liſcheol deponuntur mor ilos depaſeit)( Like 
ſheepe they he in hell, deatb denowreth them, ) Theſpirit of 
God doth plainely deſcribe hel to be a rea// place, andthe 
Receptacle of Reprobates., Allo whereas it isfaid , that they 
which periſhed in the gaine-ſaying of Corah, went downe 
quicke into bell ; Here-outwe may gather , not onely that 
there is ſuch a cer: ave place;but alſo that it is be/ow, eucn 
in the nethermolt partsof the earth, This is confirmed by 

the 
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che authoritic of Epiphenivs, Hierom,and others;all which, 
in that Text of Scripture, by Scheo/, vnderſtand Hell, 1 
migheallcadge diucreother teſtimonics out of the Scrip- 
eurcs;asthatin Deateronomie,) Fire is kindled in my wrath, 
and ſhall burne vnto the bottome of hell. Alſo the Wiſe-man 
ſaith,*The way of life iu on high to the prudent , to acid from 


| hell beneath: and inanother place,*® bat he knoweth not,that 


the dead are theregand that her gueſts are (baamake ſcheol)in 
the depth of hell, All which places moſt cuidently proouc 
that thereis ſuch a Lake,ſuch a Dungeon, and Gieh a bot- 
tomleile Pit, But let vs deſcend to the Fathers, prophane 
Writers,and Realon; though thelc to the Scriptures, are 
butlike Zi/pha and Bille,to Racheland Leahghand-maides, 
orſcruants. Firſt , Cyprian aics itis a hollow vault in the 
earth, full of ſmoake and darkneſſe : Tertullian calles hell a 
Treaſuries of bidden fire in the bowels of the earth: to Theo- 
phila&,jt is xSg0c vn0yas xo cHOTEIIC, 4 darke region wn 
der the earth: and of the ſame mindis Saint Hieroms, and 
Saint e-Lugnftine, and with them the prophane Writers 
conſent, Heſiod, Hemer,and diuers others; amongſt whom, 
this is an article of their belicte.
